o’clock Tuesday evening from bums 
he sustained early the same morning 
when his clothing ignited 
while 
he 
was warming himself at a bonfire at 
the Bethlehem Mines corporation at 
Bittinger, near Hanover. 
Groscost, a well digger, was en­ 
gaged with several other men in pre­ 
paring holes in the beds of rock for 
the reception of explosives. 
He left 
his work to go to the fire and warm 
himself. 
Sometime later, his clothes 
a mass of flames Groscost ran to his 
fellow 
workers. 
They threw their 
heavy coats about him and poured 
water on the flames, badly irritating 
the bums. 
Groscost was hurried to the office 
of the company and Dr. H. M. Alle­ 
man, Hanover, was summoned. When 
he arrived he ordered Groscost s re­ 
moval to the hospital. 
His condition 
grew gradually worse until death oc­ 
curred. 
He suffered greatly from 
the bums and was conscious until he 
died. 
Dr. L. I'. Zech, York county coroner, 
was notified of the death and after 
viewing the body and going 
to the 
scene of the accident in company with 
C. H. Oradorf, the superintendent, he 
signed the death certificate, giving 
the cause of death as accidental. 
Dr. Z e c h ’a opinion was that Gros­ 
cost fell asleep while warming him­ 
self. 
He was badly burned from his knees 
up. 
Groscost commuted from Hampton 
where his w'ife and small son, Daniel, 
reside.

curtailment

legiate athletics, under strict super­ 
vision of the faculties of colleges and 
universities, was urged before the so­ 
ciety' by Dr. Jesse F. Williams, pro­ 
fessor of physical education at Teach­ 
ers College, Columbia, and chairman 
of a special committee of the objec­ 
tives of intercollegiate athletics. 
Six Proposals Advanced 
As the result of a three years’ sur­ 
vey, Doctor Williams made six pro­ 
posals of outstanding importance: 
That coaches lie made members of 
t facultie . 
That e -liege presidents and their 
administrative staffs be given com- 
I plete control of athletics. 
That athletics be conducted strictly 
according to a prepared budget. 
That 
intercollegiate contests be­ 
tween freshmen be prohibited. 
That all scholarships to athletes 
be made public. 
That varsity participation be limit­ 
ed to juniors and seniors. 
The survey conducted by Doctor 
Williams brought forth evidence, he 
said, that the intercollegiate athletic 
situation is out of hand, or that sport 
at the colleges had a bad effect.

To the Editor, 
The Gettysburg Times. 
Sir: 
As an alumnus of Gettysburg Col­ 
lege we wish to protest the proposed 
action to discontinue athletic scholar­ 
ships especially in G ettysburg College. 
There are many reasons why such a 
program should not be considered. We 
hear altogether too much about college 
athletics being over-emphasized. Ifuch 
of this criticism is unfair in that it 
comes from a class of people who have 
no interest in sport or those caught 
in the m irage of idealism. 
We regret there 
are 
conditions 
about college athletics which we must 
deplore. Such is common to life. How­ 
ever the child can’t spank the parent. 
The small college can’t say to the 
large university we won’t play with 
you—you mu*it do as we say. 
Com­ 
mercialism seems to be the fly in the 
molasses. 
Much 
of the- charge 
is 
groundless and what is college to gain 
even if it should remove this so called 
stigm a? 
N othing of practically any 
importance. 
In fact to the average 
man a college education is imprac­ 
tical in that it yields no return com­ 
mensurate to cost. 
If there were no after affects of the 
discontinuation of the disputed schol­ 
arships 
w e 
would have no protest. 
But such isn’t the case. 
G ettysburg 
College has failed in 
her 
physical 
education program or if you prefer in 
the realm of athletics. 
But G ettys­ 
burg hasn’t failed alone. 
To take the 
proposed step would immediately cur­ 
tail 
any 
progressive 
interest 
in 
favor of a 
more 
equitable 
athletic 
program. 
Football is the main bone 
of contention. 
However strange as it 
may seem those who make football 
possible at G ettysburg College make 
no complaint, and 
we 
refer to 
the 
alumni and the public at large. 
Any 
sport at college which lacks the sup­ 
port of the public and alumni is a 
failure, 
here 
and 
elsewhere. 
To 
maintain that support you must have 
interest and you can’t have that with 
mediocre ball teams. The student body 
itself wants a strong team. 
Football 
and basketball are primarily college 
sports. 
And regardless of the cry 
that they are commercialized it is pure 
“bunkum-” 
millions 
and wealth o f collegiate stars in a 
supreme effort to “commercialize the 
gam e” failed to draw the crowd usually 
found at the more interesting small 
college gam es. 
College athletics de­ 
pend on som ething more subtle than 
dollars and cents. 
The honest college graduate knows 
that outside of giving him a better 
opportunity to secure a position a col­ 
lege education to the average person 
is a pretty expensive 
luxury. 
Our 
modem 
education 
is 
top 
heavy. 
Much of it is pure junk of no practical 
value. 
But we believe in a college' 
education. However let it be balanced. 
The physical or athletic development 
of th© «tudent kody is of equal if not 
of greater importance than the men­ 
tal development. 
We personally know 
of honor students, graduates of our 
own college, who were physical wrecks. 
Simply because college over stressed 
the mental and 
forgot the physical. 
It is far easier to improve a weak 
body than a dull mind. 
In fact the 
latter is hypothetical at the best. In­ 
stead of less physical or athletic edu­ 
cation college needs more. 
If neces­ 
sary make athletics compulsory but in 
the name of common sense do nothing 
whihc much destroy the interest in col­ 
lege sports. 
This m atter of scholar­ 
ships can be very easily adjusted and 
put on an equitable basis. 
Let us frankly admit Gettysburg is 
better known because of her athletic 
prowess than any thing she ever at­ 
tained in a scholastic realm. Athletics 
are her greatest publicity. The future 
student 
hears 
about 
Gettysburg 
through her athletics. He becomes in­ 
terested and 
enrolls. 
Forget 
the 
humorous yarn that a student chooses 
a college simply on a basis of scholas­ 
tic standing. Old foggies may believe 
that. 
It’s 
perhaps 
a bitter pill for 
some poor deluded soul who is riding 
in the clouds o f idealism to swallow. 
But the main 
m agnetism 
drawing 
students into college is the growing 
Herculean 
youth 
A thletics, a most 
lovable and promising chap. 
With pride the instigators of the 
proposal to banish scholarships have 
turned to Lehigh and Swarthmore as 
worthy examples of their plan. 
This 
choice has been 
m ost 
unfortunate, 
but 
no 
doubt 
the 
best which was 
available. 
There 
is 
mighty 
little 
about the past season’s record to com­ 
mend them. 
Both undoubtedly shall 
try to make a come back next season. 
Both have been 
miserable 
failures. 
The plan sim ply won’t 
work. 
The 
good athletes will go to institutions 
where they get credit for their worth 
to that school. 
W henever the institu­ 
tions which determine the athletic and 
scholastic 
policies of this 
country 
say thus and so the sm all colleges can 
w ell afford to follow example- 
How­ 
ever the tail can’t w^ag the dog or the 
rooster say to tho horse let’s stand 
still, we might tramp on each other’s 
feet! It might be well for the dog and 
tail to stick together and the horse 
and rooster to work in harmony! 
Instead of athletic interest receding 
such into reft will increase. 
The day 
is not far away when 500,009' people 
will attend a football gam e.

less my memory deceives me our own 
college has a beautiful new athletic 
field.

The physical or athletic devel­ 
opment of the student body is of vital 
importance and in no way deserves to 
be rated as an amateur consideration. 
For these reasons we feel it our duty 
to protest the indicated proposal.
